General Description:
This bill amends property tax provisions related to the assessment of property.

» requires the centrally assessed benchmark value to be adjusted for taxable value
attributable to a change in assessment that occurs due to a decision made by the
State Tax Commission;
» defines terms, including a bona fide range improvement program;
» provides that land may not be assessed under the Farmland Assessment Act if the
land is:

» provides that the changes in this bill that make land ineligible for assessment under

the Farmland Assessment Act do not exempt the land from the rollback tax; and ¢H

Section 2. Section 59-2-503 is amended to read:

59-2-503. Qualifications for agricultural use assessment.

(1) For general property tax purposes, land may be assessed on the basis of the value
that the land has for agricultural use if the land:

(a) is not less than five contiguous acres in area, except that land may be assessed on
the basis of the value that the land has for agricultural use:

(1) if:

(A) the land is devoted to agricultural use in conjunction with other eligible acreage;
and

(B) the land and the other eligible acreage described in Subsection (1)(a)(i)(A) have

identical legal ownership; or
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(i1) as provided under Subsection (4); and

(b) except as provided in Subsection (5) or (6):

(1) is actively devoted to agricultural use; and

(i1) has been actively devoted to agricultural use for at least two successive years
immediately preceding the tax year for which the land is being assessed under this part.

(2) In determining whether land is actively devoted to agricultural use, production per
acre for a given county or area and a given type of land shall be determined by using the first
applicable of the following:

(a) production levels reported in the current publication of the Utah Agricultural
Statistics;

(b) current crop budgets developed and published by Utah State University; and

(c) other acceptable standards of agricultural production designated by the commission
by rule adopted in accordance with Title 63G, Chapter 3, Utah Administrative Rulemaking
Act.

(3) Land may be assessed on the basis of the land's agricultural value if the land:

(a) i1s subject to the privilege tax imposed by Section 59-4-101;

(b) is owned by the state or any of the state's political subdivisions; and

(c) meets the requirements of Subsection (1).

(4) Notwithstanding Subsection (1)(a), the commission or a county board of
equalization may grant a waiver of the acreage limitation for land upon:

(a) appeal by the owner; and

(b) submission of proof that:

(1) 80% or more of the owner's, purchaser's, or lessee's income is derived from
agricultural products produced on the property in question; or

(i1) (A) the failure to meet the acreage requirement arose solely as a result of an
acquisition by a governmental entity by[+}] eminent domain[;] or [(H}] the threat or
imminence of an eminent domain proceeding;

(B) the land is actively devoted to agricultural use; and

(C) no change occurs in the ownership of the land.

(5) (a) The commission or a county board of equalization may grant a waiver of the

requirement that the land is actively devoted to agricultural use for the tax year for which the
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land is being assessed under this part upon:

(1) appeal by the owner; and

(i) submission of proof that:

(A) the land was assessed on the basis of agricultural use for at least two years
immediately preceding that tax year; and

(B) the failure to meet the agricultural production requirements for that tax year was
due to no fault or act of the owner, purchaser, or lessee.

(b) Asused in Subsection (5)(a), "fault" does not include:

(1) intentional planting of crops or trees which, because of the maturation period, do
not give the owner, purchaser, or lessee a reasonable opportunity to satisfy the production
levels required for land actively devoted to agricultural use; or

(i1) implementation of a bona fide range improvement program[;] or crop rotation
program[;orothersimtlaraccepted-cultural practrces-whrehdo| that does not give the owner,
purchaser, or lessee a reasonable opportunity to satisfy the production levels required for land
actively devoted to agricultural use.

(6) Land that otherwise qualifies for assessment under this part qualifies for assessment
under this part in the first year the land resumes being actively devoted to agricultural use if:

(a) the land becomes ineligible for assessment under this part only as a result of a split
estate mineral rights owner exercising the right to extract a mineral; and

(b) the land qualified for assessment under this part in the year immediately preceding
the year the land became ineligible for assessment under this part only as a result of a split
estate mineral rights owner exercising the right to extract a mineral.

(7) Land that otherwise qualifies under Subsection (1) to be assessed on the basis of the
value that the land has for agricultural use does not lose that qualification by becoming subject
to a forest stewardship plan developed under Section 65A-8a-106 under which the land is
subject to a temporary period of limited use or nonuse.

(1) land is platted; and

(11) all surface improvements necessary for the land to be sold as a lot or a unit are in

place regardless of whether it is the owner of the land that puts the surface improvements in

(c) land devoted to the production of solar energy; or

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D (1) Except as provided in this section, Section 59-2-506.5, or Section 59-2-511, if land is
withdrawn from this part, the land is subject to a rollback tax imposed in accordance with this section.

(2) (a) An owner shall notify the county assessor that land is withdrawn from this part within
120 days after the day on which the land is withdrawn from this part.

(b) An owner that fails to notify the county assessor under Subsection (2)(a) that land is
withdrawn from this part is subject to a penalty equal to the greater of:

(i) $10; or

(i) 2% of the rollback tax due for the last year of the rollback period.

(3) (a) The county assessor shall determine the amount of the rollback tax by computing the
difference for the rollback period described in Subsection (3)(b) between:

(i) the tax paid while the land was assessed under this part; and

(ii) after the rollback tax is paid, certify to the county recorder that the rollback tax lien on the
property has been satisfied by:

(A) preparing a document that certifies that the rollback tax lien on the property has been
satisfied; and

(B) providing the document described in Subsection (4)(a)(ii)(A) to the county recorder for
recordation.

(i) be paid into the county treasury; and

(ii) be paid by the county treasurer to the various taxing entities pro rata in accordance with
the property tax levies for the current year.

(iii) the rollback tax is delinquent if the owner of the land does not pay the tax within 30 days
after the day on which the county assessor mails the notice.

(6) (a) Subject to Subsection (6)(b), the following are a lien on the land assessed under this
part:

(i) the rollback tax; and

(ii) interest imposed in accordance with Subsection (7).

(b) The lien described in Subsection (6)(a) shall:

(i) arise upon the imposition of the rollback tax under this section;

(ii) end on the day on which the rollback tax and interest imposed in accordance with
Subsection (7) are paid in full; and

(iii) relate back to the first day of the rollback period described in Subsection (3)(b).

(7) (a) A delinquent rollback tax under this section shall accrue interest:

(i) from the date of delinquency until paid; and

(b) Land described in Subsection (8)(a) that is withdrawn from this part as a result of an event
other than an amendment to this part, whether voluntary or involuntary, is subject to the rollback tax.
(c) Land that becomes ineligible for assessment under this part as a result of the changes in
2017 General Session H.B. 45 is subject to the rollback tax.

(9) Except as provided in Section 59-2-511, land that becomes exempt from taxation under
Utah Constitution Article XIII, Section 3, is not subject to the rollback tax if the land meets the
requirements of Section 59-2-503 to be assessed under this part.

(10) Land that becomes ineligible for assessment under this part only as a result of a split estate
mineral rights owner exercising the right to extract a mineral is not subject to the rollback tax:

(a) (i) for the portion of the land required by a split estate mineral rights owner to extract a
mineral if, after the split estate mineral rights owner exercises the right to extract a mineral, the
portion of the property that remains in agricultural production still meets the acreage requirements of
Section 59-2-503 for assessment under this part; or

(ii) for the entire acreage that would otherwise qualify for assessment under this part if,
after the split estate mineral rights owner exercises the right to extract a mineral, the entire acreage

(c) "Centrally assessed benchmark value" means an amount equal to the highest year
end taxable value of real and personal property the commission assesses in accordance with

Part 2, Assessment of Property, for a previous calendar year that begins on or after January 1,
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2015, adjusted for taxable value attributable to:

(1) an annexation to a taxing entity; [or]

(i1) an incorrect allocation of taxable value of real or personal property the commission
assesses in accordance with Part 2, Assessment of Property[-]; or

(ii1) a decision made by the commission under Section 59-2-1007.

(d) (1) "Centrally assessed new growth" means the greater of:

(A) zero; or

(B) the amount calculated by subtracting the centrally assessed benchmark value
adjusted for prior year end incremental value from the taxable value of real and personal
property the commission assesses in accordance with Part 2, Assessment of Property, for the
current year, adjusted for current year incremental value.

(i1) "Centrally assessed new growth" does not include a change in value as a result of a
change in the method of apportioning the value prescribed by the Legislature, a court, or the
commission in an administrative rule or administrative order.

(e) "Certified tax rate" means a tax rate that will provide the same ad valorem property
tax revenue for a taxing entity as was budgeted by that taxing entity for the prior year.

(f) "Eligible new growth" means the greater of:

(1) zero; or

(i1) the sum of:

(A) locally assessed new growth;

(B) centrally assessed new growth; and

(C) project area new growth.

(g) "Incremental value" means the same as that term is defined in Section 17C-1-102.

(h) (1) "Locally assessed new growth" means the greater of:

(A) zero; or

(B) the amount calculated by subtracting the year end taxable value of real property the
county assessor assesses in accordance with Part 3, County Assessment, for the previous year,
adjusted for prior year end incremental value from the taxable value of real property the county
assessor assesses in accordance with Part 3, County Assessment, for the current year, adjusted
for current year incremental value.

(i) "Locally assessed new growth" does not include a change in:
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(A) value as a result of factoring in accordance with Section 59-2-704, reappraisal, or

(1) "Project area" means the same as that term is defined in Section 17C-1-102.

(j) "Project area new growth" means an amount equal to the incremental value that is
no longer provided to an agency as tax increment.

(2) Before June 1 of each year, the county assessor of each county shall deliver to the
county auditor and the commission the following statements:

(a) a statement containing the aggregate valuation of all taxable real property a county
assessor assesses in accordance with Part 3, County Assessment, for each taxing entity; and

(b) a statement containing the taxable value of all personal property a county assessor
assesses in accordance with Part 3, County Assessment, from the prior year end values.

(3) The county auditor shall, on or before June 8, transmit to the governing body of
each taxing entity:

(a) the statements described in Subsections (2)(a) and (b);

(b) an estimate of the revenue from personal property;

(c) the certified tax rate; and

(d) all forms necessary to submit a tax levy request.

(4) (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, the certified tax rate shall be
calculated by dividing the ad valorem property tax revenue that a taxing entity budgeted for the
prior year by the amount calculated under Subsection (4)(b).

(b) For purposes of Subsection (4)(a), the legislative body of a taxing entity shall
calculate an amount as follows:

(i) calculate for the taxing entity the difference between:

(A) the aggregate taxable value of all property taxed; and

(B) any adjustments for current year incremental value;

(i1) after making the calculation required by Subsection (4)(b)(i), calculate an amount
determined by increasing or decreasing the amount calculated under Subsection (4)(b)(i) by the
average of the percentage net change in the value of taxable property for the equalization

period for the three calendar years immediately preceding the current calendar year;
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(ii1) after making the calculation required by Subsection (4)(b)(ii), calculate the product
of:

(A) the amount calculated under Subsection (4)(b)(ii); and

(6) (a) A judgment levy imposed under Section 59-2-1328 or 59-2-1330 may be
imposed at a rate that is sufficient to generate only the revenue required to satisfy one or more
eligible judgments.

(b) The ad valorem property tax revenue generated by a judgment levy described in
Subsection (6)(a) may not be considered in establishing a taxing entity's aggregate certified tax

rate.

395  taxable value of the real and personal property of a taxpayer the commission assesses in

396  accordance with Part 2, Assessment of Property, for the previous year.

397 (b) For purposes of Subsection (9)(a)(i), the commission shall calculate an amount by
398  subtracting the taxable value of real and personal property the commission assesses in

399  accordance with Part 2, Assessment of Property, for the current year, adjusted for current year
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incremental value, from the year end taxable value of the real and personal property the
commission assesses in accordance with Part 2, Assessment of Property, for the previous year,
adjusted for prior year end incremental value.

(c) For purposes of Subsection (9)(a)(i1), the commission shall calculate an amount by
subtracting the total taxable value of real and personal property of a taxpayer the commission
assesses in accordance with Part 2, Assessment of Property, for the current year, from the total
year end taxable value of the real and personal property of a taxpayer the commission assesses
in accordance with Part 2, Assessment of Property, for the previous year.

(d) The notification under Subsection (9)(a) shall include a list of taxpayers that meet
the requirement under Subsection (9)(a)(ii).

Section 5. Retrospective operation.

This bill has retrospective operation to January 1, 2017.
